THEY ROBBED THE BANK. 


How Bank Employes Worked Their Little 
Scheme to Raise Money. 


New York, April 6.—A systematic robbery 
of the banking house of Dix & Phyfe, 45 Wall 
street, by employes, was unearthed today. The 
loss by the speculation aggregates $68,000. 
Oscar Creamer, a clerk in the bank and a resi- 
dent of Brooklyn, during the absence of the 
chief bookkeeper, is said to have stolen $20,000 
worth of Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road bonds. Creamer, who is but nineteen 
years of age, conspired with William E. Car- 
penter and another young clerk in the bank to 
rob the firm. James I. White, the third of 
the conspirators, was introduced at the Park 
National bank by a false letter of introduc- 
tion, purporting to come from Dix & Phyfe, 
and he opened an account there, beginning 
with a deposit of $2,000 on March 5th. He 
subsequently deposited at different times 
$14,800, $9,550, $567.51 and $75. These deposits 
were —— in checks purporting to be from 
Dix & Phyfe, drawn payable in cash and with 
the firm signature of Dix & Phyfe forged. On 
April ist White drewa check for $10,000 
against his account and two days later another 
check for $15,000, leaving a balance in the 
bank of about four thousand dollars.

Fell from a Window.

His head was horribly smashed, 
showing that he had fallen from a window of his 
room, which was located in the third story. The 
gentleman arrived here last evening and wrote on 
the hotel register, ‘“‘Worthington, Washington.” iA 
note was found on a table in his room. The note 
contained the words: “Ruin! Dismayed! 
Despair!’ It was later discovered who the de- 
ceased was and a telegram was quickly sent to his 
family in Baltimore. He was a ruling elder 
in the Methodist Episcopal church, East Balti- 
more, and was very popular. He had been in poor 
health for some time, and recently he married a 
second time. He disappeared from his home last 
Monday, and the news of today ‘s the first since 
that date. 


Colonel Tom pkins Will Run. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 6,—(Special.)— 
Colonet H. C. Tompkins, the chairman of 
the Alabama democratic state committee, 
and one of Alabama’s most prominent and 
successful lawyers, has concluded today to 
yield to the wishes of many influential 
friends, and now announces himself as a 
candidate for congress in this, the second con- 
ressional district of Alabama, to fill Colonel 
erbert’s place, who declines a renomination. 
There are two other candidates working for 
the same position, namely Colonel A. A. 
Wyly, a prominent attorney of this city, who 
is supposed to be the alliance candidate, and 
Solicitor Stallings, of Greenville, a straight 
democrat, but since Colonel Tompkins is out 
and Wilcox and Montgomery county more 
than likely will unite on Tompkins, which is 
considered equivalent to a nomination, the 
chances strongly favor Colonel ‘Tompkins. 
Far Away from Friends. 

Thomasville, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—Rev. 
G. H. Hamilton, of Jefferson, Ark., was 
buried thts afternoon.

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In Favor of the Free and Unlimited 
Coinage of Silver, 


‘AE STRIKES AT THE WHITEHOUSE, 


Which Seeks to Throttle the Free- 
dom of Debate, 


AND TOUCHES UP MR. CLEVELAND, 


Who Is the Democratic Custodian of the 
Secrets of Wall Street—A Mas- 
terly Speech. 


Washington, April 6 --(Special.)—Sena- 
tor Wolcott, af Colorado, delivered a slash- 
ing and cutting speech in the senate today. 
He said just what he thought, and said it 
well. President Harrison was the chief 
target at which he aimed his remarks. 
Every sentence hit the bull’s eye, too. Mr. 
Wolcott is a large, handsome, young man, 
with a full melodious voice. His style of 
delivery is oratorical, and lis sentences de- 
cidedly expressive. His characterization 
of President Harrison was, perhaps, the 
most cutting ever heard in the senate. He 
also scored Mr.Cleveland rather severely. 

What Mr. Wolcott Said. 

But here is what he said in brief: 

They might as well, he said, face the 
truth on the silver question. The bill had 
been put to sleep in the house of represen- 
tatives and would not be resuscitatel. No- 
body had expected the measure to become a 
law during this administration, because the 
present chief execufive last summer fore- 
shadowed his veto, and those in his council 
had openly proclaimed it since. The friends 
of silver, however, had hoped that it would 
at least score some advantage at this ses- 
sion. If the votes of the two houses had 
been polled in December, there would have 
been a clear majority of fifty for free sil- 
ver coinage in the other body and a major- 
ity of twelve in this. But, today, if a vote 
were had on a motion to take the silver bill 
from the calendar, it would not be carried. 
So the friends of silver were left fighting 
the air on @ series of general resolutions. 
lt was the proper time, therefore, for the 
friends of free coinage, having practically 
suffered defeat, to gather up their wounded 
and dead, determine where the deserters 
were hidden, fortify their entrenchments 
for the next encounter and stop, if possible, 
the destructive rear-firing which had not 
only damaged, but surprised them. 

Harrison Hit At. 


The first great force opposed to the pas- 
sage of the silver bill 
as it had been for three years, was the 
resent administration. No stone had been 
eft unturned, no effort unemployed to com- 
pass the defeat of the measure. ‘he nation-

@ action ou the question was supposed 
to be rather embarrassing. and a thing that 
it would be better to avoid. The necessity 
of a dvote had to be prevented if possible, 
and so the miserable work had begun. Of- 
tices had been parceled out, the party lash 
had been cracked and wavering members 
had been gained. The work had apparent- 
ly been effectively done, and yet there was 
always .a tomorrow. Nobody was deceived. 
But it would have been a graceful-act in the 
outgoing president to have permitted the two 
houses of congress to vote according to 
their own inclination on a measure of na- 

tional importance. 
An Amazing Change. 


The spectacle, humiliating as it was, 
showed that it was an amazing change of 
front by a great section of the democratic 
party. During the last session that party 
had stood manfully to its narty traditiion— 
hard money. A clear majority of its mem- 
bers had taken the step before the election 
and pledged themselves that they would 
vote for free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver. The sudden change would be ridicu- 
lous if its effects were not tragic. One 
prophet of the democracy announced thnt 
tariff reform owas the slogan. Anoth+r 
insisted that being a democrat was the test 
and watchword. The south and west waut- 
ed free coinage, but these ijieaders (alluding 
to Cleveland and Hill) thought that they 
must carry New York and a couple of lii- 
tle states axujoining. These states were 
lenders, not borrowers, and wanted rather 
less than more money. The friends of tar- 
iff reform had, in the north at least, che 
courage of their convictions, and demanded 
the putting aside of the silver question. The 
adherents of the Moses, who was to lead 
his people out of bondage, wanted to gratify 
the popular demand, but were fearful of 
their eastern followers and so they said, 
“[ dare not wait upon I would.’ And the 
silver bill was shuftled aside. . 

: The People Will Speak. 


But each political party had become, in 
reference to the silver question, what Dis- 
raeli had once charged the tory party as be- 
ing “an organized hypocrisy.” But unless 
all signs failed, each side would be anxious 
before long to unload the principality on 
the other and the people would then have 
their innings. Out of the wreck of hopes 
they had cherished, one fact stood—a vast 
mass of the people of the country were un- 
represented by either political party con- 
cerning the question which they considered 
paramount to every other. Not only was 
that true now, but it seemed equally certain 
that the same condition of forces would 
continue to exist. It was apparent thai 
the party in power could with unanimity, 
nominate the present magnetic executive. 
Into this expression Wolcott threw the most 
contemptuous emphasis, which attracted 
much attention. Not because, he addeed, he 
was the choice dof any considerable body 
of his party, but because, since the letter uf 
retirement of the zreat secretary who held 
his party bound by ties of the deepest af- 
fection and regard, no man of greater stat- 
ure than the present incumbent had been 
found willing to stand. Because of the 
blow that-had struck silver aside, it seemed 
equally manifest that the democratic party 
would present its apostle of tariff reform, 
whose vision had no other issue, and who 
desired again to be consecrated to pubi:c 
office. 

Pleased the People. 

These uncomplimentary allusions to Harri- 
son and Cleveland and highly flattering ref- 
erence to Blaire had all the success on 
some of his au-lience that Mr. Wolcott 
could have desired. _ Smiles of approval, 
pleasure and assent flitted over the count~ 
nances of the senators, but no other sigu 
was given, and he went on with his speech. 
There was going about the capital, he said, 
mysterious talk about reaction against sil- 
ver. He confessed himself at a loss to 
understand jast Where the change

WANT BETS} RATES. 


The Watermelon Men. Petition Commis- 
| sioner Stahlman. 


The Melon Growers’ Association of Geor- 
gia has its eye on the coming watermelon ¢rop 
already. 

And it is going to make an effort to have the 
juicy south Georgia melon moved cheaper 
this year than ever before. 

The melon growers of south Georgia have 
Asse ae a long petition to Commissioner HB. 
3. Stahiman, setting forth their grievances 
and asking for redress. 

They set forth that the present rates of 
shipping are excessive. Watermelons, they 
say, should be entitled to a low rate because 
the value of a carload of them is less than the 
value of ordinary freight. The business 
comes in a dull season of the year, and in 
such volume as to be cheaply handled by 
quick schedules. The crop amounts to over 
twelve thousand cars annually. The railroads 
are free from all lability frém any loss or 
damage that may befall a car of melons in 
transit. 

The: melon growers’ petition for a lower 
rate, not exceeding 6 mills per ton per mile, 
and for better service. 

The petition will be presented to Commis- 
sioner Stahlman in a short time.

Tragedy in Bristol.

Danville and East Tennessee Are 
Able to Get. Along. 


THEY CAN MAKE THEIR FIXED CHARGES 


The Richmond Terminal Though Seems 
to Be the One Which Most Needs 
Reorganization Just Now.

Be Paid 


THE 20TH OF SEPTEMBER. 


Mr. Hill, the Junior Member from the 
Fourth Ward, Tells Why He Intro. 
duced That Ordinance, 


= Mr. Hill's 7 per cent ordinance was fully 
@iscussed yesterday among the business 
men. 
The heavy, ceaseless rain gave business 
men an opportunity to think and to talk. 
. Many of them thought the ordinance 
Tight, but just as many talked against it. 
‘Mr. Hill, the author, however, was among 
those who talked for it, and his reasons for 
the ordinance are strong, level-headed ar- 
guments in favor of its adoption. A close 
and careful student of law Mr. Hill is, and 
in his studies he has acquired a clear and 
correct knowledge of the state constitu- 
tion. 

“I don’t know,” he said yesterday, “who 
wants my photograph, but I am willing to 
give every business man in Atlanta one if 
he will let me photograph that ordinance 
in my hand at the same time. It’s nothing 
but equity.” 

“What, the photogr—?” 

“No, the ordinance. Take the state law 
on the- subject and you will find that it 
requires 7 per cent interest on all taxes 
due the state which are not paid when due. 
The act originally applied to every nook 
and corner in Georgia—the countryman 
and the townsman alike were required to 
pay all taxes they owed when they became 
due. or 7 per cent interest would be 
charged.” 

“Then how has Atlanta escaped?” 

“An act was put through the legislature 
which made the change. Some one intro- 
duced a bill exempting all cities in the state 
with 60,000 inhabitants and more from the 
7 per cent interest on city taxes. There 
was but one town in the state over 60,000 
people, and that was Atlanta.” 

“Why was that done?” 

“That I cannot tell. I know of no one 
who could have been tempted by it except 
the marshal and the clerk. Right here in 
Atlanta a tsxpayer must pay his taxes to 
the state when they are due, or have that 
7 per cent added. And vet he can let his 
taxes to the city go over and escape the 7 
per cent, paying in lieu thereof that fi. fa. 
of $2.50. Is that right?” 

“Is it wrong?” 

“Radically wrong. The man who lets 
his taxes go by for $10 must, as the law 
has been, pay for the privilege the same as 
the man who has neglected to pay his 
$10,000 of taxes. There’s no equity in 
that. The man who owes a big tax asks 
the mar to hold up. The marshal 
knows he is good and holds up. But sup- 
_ pose that man had to pay 7 per cent on that 
money instead of the $2.50 fi. fa. fee, what 
would he do?’ 

“Pay his taxes when they are due I 
guess.” . 

“That's what he’d do. Now they talk 
about that time of the year being close 
financially. That may be true. But if we 
show the people that these taxes must be 
paid by a given date the’ll make arrange- 
ments to meet them. Of Atlanta’s big tax- 
payers I'll guarantee that fully 50 per cent 
let their taxes go over. That means a big 
- @um of money stays out of Atlanta’s treas- 
ury just 100 days, which ought to be in it. 
And but for that act which applies only to 
Atlanta it would be there.” 

“Don’t other towns of the state take ad- 
vantage of the same act?” 
> , Oo 


“And why? Is it a special act?” 

“No, it was a general act, but Atlanta 
being the only town over 60,000 it applies 
only to Atlanta. I don’t know what char- 
ter rights other towns have, but I do 
know that as long as we try to live within 
the charter we have we ought to do so. If 
we can’t, then let us change that charter. 
Now, if we will require people to come up 
on the 20th of September with their taxes 
or pay that 7 per cent, we will, if nothing 
more, test the law. If.it ain't a good one 
we can change it. If it’s a good one, we 
can keep it. 

“As the law has been.” Mr. Hill went 
on. “what has the marshal done in everv 
case where he was not fully satisfied that 
the Inoney would be forthcoming at the 
end: of the year? Unless the council 
interfered, he advertised and sold at tax 
sale and got his money. Mr. Shropshire 
suggests a change in the time, but tnless 
we change our charter I don't see how we 
can accommodate him. The charter re- 
quires us to have that $175.000 sinking 
fund in the treasury at the end of every 
year. Now the tax collector quits work 
on the 20th of September and the elerk 
makes out fi. fas. against all who have 
not paid their taxes. These go to the mar- 
shal, and the marshal advertises in October 
for the November sales and in November 
for the December sales. That’s two sales 
a year by which Atlanta catches its de- 
linquents. Make the Inst day of collection 
of taxes later than September 20th and 
the marshal wonld have only one sale day, 
without we change the charter. Now let’s 
try the law as it was originally given ns 
and if it sin’t good then let us change it. 
“Tf think the charter.” Mr. Hill went on. 
“ander which we govern the city is a good 
one. I doubt if it can be imnroved upon, 
and we oncht to obey it fn letter and snirit. 
thus grarting special favors and privileges 
to none. but demanding what is only just, 
fair and right to all.”

At a time when professors of elocution, 
nd books devotéd to the art, are over- 
running the land, James Whitcomb Riley 
rises to remark that “there is no such 
thing as elocution, that is, "outside of 
tragedy.” 

Mr Riley is one of the most delightful 
- | Feaders and lecturers now before the’ 
public, and his opinion will count for 
' Something. In his brief account of his 
experience on the stage, he says that he 
has always made it a point to select or 
write something in which he felt interest- 
ed—something that he was willing to 
read or recite in public. After that, every- 
thing is easy. He recites in his own way, 
. and suits himself about his attitudes and 
gestures, speaking with his hands in his 
pockets, if he feels like it. To use Sam 
Jones's language, he simply “pulls out 
the bung and lets nature cut her caper.” 

There is a good deal to be said in 
favor of the natural style of reading and 
Speaking. It gives a man’s individuality 
full play, and that is half the battle. 

But suppose a man has unpleasant man- 
nerisms—what then? Mr. Riley would 
doubtless say that bad manners are 
unnatural, and that contact with the pub- 
lic will enable a man to get rid«of them. 

Be this as it may, it will greatly relieve 
many persons who dread their debut on 
the platform to be told that they need 
not stand, move, gesticulate and speak 
by a set of formal rules. John B. Gough 
agreed with Riley. When a professional 
elocutionist asked him why he spoke a 
certain sentence in a certain way, he 
replied: “Because I feel it.’’ 

It is tolerably safe for a speaker to say 
What he has to say in a natural way, 
but if he has picked up any unnatural 
tricks of voice and manner, he should 
drop them, if possible, before he gets well 
Started in a public career.

Reports Which Show Great Inter- 
terest in Their Condition. 


THE SOUTHERN FEMALE COLLEGE. 


Professor Cox Calis in the Baptist Con- 
vention to Pass Upon It. 


LaGrange, Ga., April 6,—(Special.)— 
The Baptist convention has hardly got- 
ten into the heart of its work yet. Most 
of its business is in the hands of com- 
mittees which have not reported.’ 

Dr. Gibson’s Report. 

The main business today in open ses- 
sion was the report of Dr. J. G. Gibson, 
secretary of the state missionary board. 
It showed that notwithstanding the strin- 
gency of money and the general depres- 
sion existing throughout a large part 
of the state, the Baptists of Georgia have 
largely increased their contributions to 
the state secretary. The total receipts this 
year were $77,000 as against $66,000 the 
previous year. 

Dr. * Whitwell, of the Baptist Theolog- 
ical seminary of Louisville, made an 
appeal for funds and received $800 from 
churches and individuals. 

The Baptist Orphans’ home is receiving 
a good deal of attention, and this is due 
largely to the efforts of Mrs. Harvey 
Hatcher and Mrs Albert Cox of Atlanta. 
At the first meeting of the Ladies’ Mis- 


sionary Society the ladies gave the home 


$50, and at the next meeting they added 
$22 more. This afternoon Governor Nor- 
then, Mr. B. F. Abbott, Dr. Campbell, of 
Americus, and Dr. J. G. Gibson made 
appeals for funds.for the home, the result 
of which was a contribution of $51, 
which, with the amount previously given 
by the ladies, made $122. The institution 
has grown rapidly in the last two years, 
and now has twenty-two inmates. Mr. 
Abbott told the convention that the land 
which Mr. Norcross gave the home had 
greatly appreciated, and is now ‘worth 
$10,000. He added that the old orphans’ 


home, under the control of the southerg, 


Baptist convention, owned ten years ago; 
the ten acres now owned by Mr. Pat

‘Calhoun. That land was sold by the con- 


vention for $3,600 and the proceeds were 
returned to the treasury. Today the prop- 
erty is worth a hundred thousand dollars. 
In view of this fact, Mr. Abbott advised 
that the present property of the orphans’ 
home be sold and reinvested in a large 
acreage of arable land. What he stated 
with regard to the Calhoun property is 
a remarkable evidence of the growth of 
Atlanta, and the enhancement of real 
estate. In 1882 Judge Strong bought it 
for $3,600. Some time afterward Mr. Pat 
Calhoun bought it for $16,000. F@™@has 
sold off $70,000 worth of the land, and 
retains a large part of it yet. 
The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session was principally de- 
voted to a discussion of the report on Sun- 
day schools.

COLONEL GORDON 1S NOT A CANDIDATE. 


Pat Oalhoun Is Figuring on the Majority 
Stock. 

Savannah, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)—A 
statement published this morning that Colonel 
W. W. Gordon would be a candidate for pres- 
ident of the Central railroad against Mr. H. 
M. Comer, the incumbent, created much talk. 

It was accepted by many asa fact, but a 
large number doubted the accuracy of the 
story. Colonei Gordon promptly settled it 
when The Constitution’s correspondent saw 
him. 

“There was no authority for the publica- 
tion,’”’ said he, ‘‘and nothing on which to base 
it. Ifany one had come to see me about the 
rumor I would have denied it and ended it 
then and there.”’ 

Colonel Gordon is not gathering up proxies 
individually or through his friends for the use 
of himself atthe election next month. He 
has expressed no intention to oppose Mr. 
Comer, and has taken no steps in that direc- 
tion. These are facts on which The Constitu- 
tion’s readers canrely. The rumor probably 
had its origin in the fact that friends of some 
of the old board of directors have secured some 
proxies for use at the election. 

Itis currently rumored that many stock- 
holders are opposed to the re-election of the en- 
tire present board. In all probability there will 
be'a fight made against General Alexander and 
om or two others, and some are inclined to be- 
ies that two or more new men will figure in 
the next directory. 


It is extremely probable that Colonel Gor- 


don’s friends will insist in forcing him into the 
field at least as a candidate for a director’s 
place. As pointed ont in the special in Tues- 
day’s Constitution, all of the present board of 
directors propose running with President 
Comer at the head of the ticket for re-election. 
They are confident of success, but if there is 
any opposition in the field some of them may 
get left.

NEW YORK, April 6.—The United States census yes- 
terday made public its figures of the acreage and pro- 
duction of cotton in the United States for the year 
ending September Ist, 1890. The total acreage in cot- 
ton that year, according to the census authorities, was 
19,566,271 acres and the production 7,452,295 bales. Ac- 
cording to the agricultural department at Washington 
the acreage the same year was 19,327,000 acres and the 
trade countiof the production 7,313,000 bales. As th ecen- 
‘$us report is assumed to have been made up from the 
individual statements of producers, while the agricul- 
tural department bases its report upon the general 
data furnished by its agents, the close correspondence 
between the figures of the two different authorities is 
remarkable, and disproves the theory and expectation 
of some that the census report would show that the 
acreage had been much underestimated, and that its 
increase was the true reason for the constant increase 
in the American production of cotton. The abeve fig- 
ures were cabled to Liverpool last night, and our ad- 
vices report that an advance of some 3.64d in that 
market was the resalt. The improvement would prob- 
ably have gone further had it not been for a decline of 
4¢4 in silver in London. In-our market the census 
figures seem to have been less regarded than abroad, 
and an advance of 4 points, which was’establishé i short- 
ly after the oponing, was entirely a reflection of the im- 
provement in Liverpool and not due to any fresh sus- 
taining influence which has developed here. The move- 
ment is made somewhat larger than had been expected 
by the large amount arriving at, Norfolk, which, 
however, we are advised, is for the most part from 
Memphis, and will not therefore swell the net move- 
ment for the week. Receipts tomorrow at New Or- 
leans will be about 4,000 bales. During the afternoon 
the market continued quiet, closing steady at within 2 
points of the highest. There are absolutely no new 
features of importance. Receipts for the day turned 
out to be 9,219 bales, which was slightly larger than 
had been expected. Receipts at the interior towns of 
Memphis, St. Louis and Augusta are 1,195 bales, 
against exactly the same figures for this day last year.

The oldest suit on the superior court 
docket was taken up for trial Tuesday 
afternoon. — 

So long has it been buffeted about 
from one session of court to another, so 
many times has it been continued, and so 
many weary years have the papers beeu 
lying in the clerk’s office, that the lines 
have grown dim, and the ink has about 
faded out. | 

When the case was called, the attorneys 
fished out a time-worn paper, yellow and 
dim with age, and laid it on the table in 
front of them. 

It was so antiquated that it smacked 
of the stories of Rider Haggard, where all 
sorts of treasures of dead ages are brought 
to light. % 

The entry on the paper was: “Filed in 
clerk’s office May 4, 1878, James D. Coi- 
lins, C. S. C.” 

And only a civil suit involving $400! 

Chaney, Campbell & Co. was a com- 
mission firm organized in Atlanta early in 
the seventies. Mr. James L. Mapp had a 
four-hundred-dollar interest in the fiftm. 

Things did not go to suit him, and, on 
May 4, 1878, he filed the bill which. was 
presented in court yesterday for the re- 
covery of the money he had invested iu 
the business, 

But time has worked its changes with 
those who are connected with the suit. 
Not one of them reside in Atlanta, and only 
one of them was in court Tuesday. Tae 
case was ended, and, after fifteen years. a 
verdict for $400 was rendered for the 
plaintiff, with interest for fifteen years. 

For Revenge. 

Whisky and revenge were the chicf ele- 
ments in a trial which occurred in the city 
court yesterday. 

Henry Coppage, a white man who re- 
sides in that delectable portion of west At 
lanta known as Brooklyn, was on trial for 
sellmg whisky without license. Coppage’s 
wife was an interested spectator through- 
out the trial. 

Two true bills were found against Cop- 
page; one for keeping a tippling house and 
the other for selling whisky without license, 
He was tried on the first Monday, and set 
free.

Hayes, is a gentleman of prepossessing ap- 
pearance and pleasing address. He is a 
neat-looking druggist, just in keeping with 
the neatest of drug stores. He has a fine, 
full set of sidewhiskers, which gives hii # 
distinguished appeatance. He has the cva- 
fidence of all his patrons, and ‘s generally 
looked upon as a straightforward business 
iman, and an upright gentleman. 

Yesterday Dr. Hayes occupied a seat in 
the criminal court. The distinguished 
looking doctor did not allow his dignity to 
relax one Wit throughout the trial, but sat 
upright and unmoved, listening to the trial

Dr. Hayes is prosecuted by a frail littie 
woman, Mra. W. R. Denton. Her hu. 
band, she alleges, has been one of the beat 
patrons of the pretty tittle drug store, She 
accuses Dr. Hayes of selling whisky to her 
husband. : 

A few weeks ago, she had Hayes arrested 
for selling whisky to her husband. She a!so 
had her husband put in the station house 
until he sobered up. 

Dr. Hayes was tried vefore Recorder 
Calhoun, but was released on the grouu 
that he was a physician, and, if he had Ict. 
Denton have whisky, it was considercd 
necessary in his treatment of the case, and 
he had the right, as a physician, to prescribe 
whisky. 

But Mrs. Denton was not satisfied. She 
went to the criminal court, and had §°r. 

ayes prosecuted. 

Mrs. Denton’s story will be recalled by 

readers of The Constitution. She says that, 
up to last Christmas, her husband had a 
rretty good position; but, about the first of 
January, this year, he entered on a pfo- 
tracted spree. He lay at home drunk for 
days, and would go to Hayes’s drug store, 
near by, when he was sufficiently sobered 
up, and lay in a new supply of whisky. 
He always received the whisky in a bot- 
tle with Hayes & Co.’s label, and with the 
words “use as directed,” in Dr. Hayes’s 
writing. She declares that, one Sunday, 
ber husband got two pints of alcohol from 
Hayes’s drug store in this way. She charges 
that Dr. Hayes, instead of treating him for 
delirium. tremens, was, in reality, only fur- 
nishing him whisky to keep drunk on. 

Mrs. Denton tells her story with spirit, 
and wants Dr. Hayes punished for what 
she terms “ruining her husband.” 

The cas2 occupied nearly all of yesterday, 
and the trial wes of absorbing interest. 

Solicitor ‘Thomas had three pint bottles 
in court, labeled ag stated above, and one 
was half filled with what was unmistakably 
corn whisky. The others Ifid a small por- 
tion of red liquid in them, with a smell 
strongly like that of the genuine grog. 

‘These bottles were passed around to tha 

vrvmen, 
They did not take “a smile,” but thay 
took a smel]l,.and the snort each one gave 
was conclusive evidence to the minds of tae. 
spectators that they thought it real, 
straight stuff.”’ 

The trial will go on this morning. 

Now, has a druggist the right to furnish 
a patient whisky, as Dr. Hayes is alleged 
to have done in this case? 

That’s the law point involved in this case, 
and it’s one that the legal profession is’ 
watching anxiously. ae 

“If a physician,” says Solicitor Thomas, 
“has that right, why, then, everv druggist in 
Atlanta could become a retail liquor dealer. 
And then they would have an unjust ad- 
vantage over the licensed liquor dealers. 
They are free from the heavy license. It’s 
just such offenders as these that the pro 
hibition law is made for.’

Lieutenant Satterlee Making Out His An- 
nual Report of the Condition of Geor- 
gia Soldiery—The Encampment,

There will be a meeting of the state 
military advisory board week after next. 

Adjutant General Kell has not issued a 
call for the meeting yet, but will do so 
within a few days. 

This meeting will be the last session of 
the board before the encampment and for 
this reason will be the most important the 
new board has yet held. 

Many important questions will come be 
fore the board for satisfactory settlement, 
among which is the question of attendance, 
how many men each command will be al- 
lowed to take into camp, whether the caval- 
ry will be allowed to camp with the infan- 
try at Griffin or not, and the order in which 
the companies will camp has yet to be set- 
tled by the board. 

At the meeting Quartermaster General A. 
J. West will make a report, he having been 
instructed at the last meeting to estimate the 
cost of mustering the cavalry at Griffin 
Along with the infantry. 

The quartermaster general will make a 
strong argument in favor of allowing the 
cavalry to enter the regular encampment 
this year. 

‘Lieutenant Satterlee Returns. 

Lieutenant Satterlee reftirned yesterday 
from Macon where he went to inspect the 
Macon Hussars in a mounted cavalry drill. 

He has about finished the work of in- 
specting the infantry companies of the 
state, and is now busily engaged writing 
out his report to submit to the adjutant 
general. 

His report will be a most interesting doc- 
ument and will be a splendid showing for 
the military forces of Georgia. The new 
tactics are being observed by all the com- 
panies in the state now and it is really very 
wonderful how quickly the soldier boys 
have fallen in so familiarly with the changes 
There were several companies inspected 
by Lieutenant Satterlee on the new tactics 
and he expresses himself as being greatly 
pleased at the smooth way in which they 
are caught on to in the very outset. 

As tothe Encampment. 

“T have heard good news from Griffin 
with regard to the encampment work,” 
said Lieutenant Satterlee yesterday. 

“What?” 

““Why, the trees are all cleared from the 


| grounds, some of the buildings have ai- 


ready gone up, the lumber is being rapidly 
shipped from southern Georgia with which 
to build the others, the rifle range has-been 
cleared and a great street has been opened, 
running from Griffin out to the encamp- 
ment site. This street is a broad one, and 
will make a beautiful drive. All the car- 
riages and buggies and wagons to and 
from the city will use this as a means of 
transportation. 

“But transportation will be easy between 
the encampment and the town. A street 
car line is being laid and cars will be run 
on rapid and desirable schedules to and 
from the grounds.
